CADEMIC DEBT THEORIES 

The exchange of opinions on foreign 
debt settlements between Secretary Mel- 
lon and President Hibben of Princeton 
serves two excellent purposes. It convinces 
@ great majority of American citizens that 
the Treasury Department has given the ad- 
ministration the best possible advice on pol- 
icy concerning the debts and it emphasizes 
clearly the great good luck of the United 
States in having for its leading State finan- 
cler such a keen mind as that of Andrew 
W. Mellon. 


President Hibben and his Princeton. and 
Columbia associates in the debt-settlement 
discussion are men of national reputation. 
They represent the standard of the academ- 
fe life of America and are a part of that 
standard. They have minds trained to logic 
and right-thinking. Secretary Mellon's pro- 
Bouncement in answer to their statement 
that the foreign debts should be celed 
was a masterpiece of understa from 
the mind of a man who is trained to logic, 
is accustomed to straight thinking and 
ranks second to none in history or contem- 
porary state life as a public financier. The 
answer was sufficient, clear and convincisg. 
His explanation that the German repara- 
tions money is more than sufficient to en- 
able the Allies to cover the items of the 
debt agreement is based upon the best 
information and analysis. The answer by 
President Hibben strikes one as a reply: 
for the stke of argument only. The state- 
ment of the Debt Commission, which he 
cites, declaring that German reparations 
cannot be linked directly with the debt- 
funding agreementg does not change the 
facts at all. Mr. Mellon gave the pertinent 
facts from the standpoint of good business 
and correct book-keeping and the diploma- 
cy and statesmanship leading to the exist- 
ence of the facts and figures are another 
story. 

Another weakness in the reply of the pro- 

fessors is the remark touching upon Mr. 
Mellon's statement that evidently the sign- 
ers of the original statement lacked proper 
information. The Hibben reply says that 
they knew as much about the subject as 
the Treasury Department or at least as 
much as it has made public. The superior 
treatment of the subject by Mr. Mellon indi- 
cates either that with equal information he 
exercised greater mind-power or equal mind 
power upon more information, leaving the 
academician in a weak position by his own 
acknowledgment. 
It is a most fortunate thing for the Unit- 
ed States that it has for Secretary of the 
Treasury a man with the mind of Mr. Mel- 
lon plus Mr. Mellon’s business experience 
and financial genius. The piece of good 
fortune matches the possession of a Presi- 
dent whose genius for statesmanship is 
coupled witlL the experience and character 
of President Coolidge.

ARD BOILED 

No fact has been better established 
by the much-preached though perhaps some- 
what overrated “psychology of salesmar- 
ship” than that the hard-boiled man does 
not make the best salesman. This point 
was brought out quite strongly at a New 
York business convention recently, and it 
is something for the “fresh” and over-in- 
sistent agent to ponder upon, for, though 
he may not know it, to be hard-boiled is 
to be handicapped in the competition with 
more subtle and tactful salesmen, thdse 
who spread out their sensitive antennae and 
feel a situation rather than force it. 


The same thing is true of politicians. 
Take Senator Borah, a born vbstructionist, 
always to the front with some argument 
in which the point of view is forced through- 
out. comes under the head of the hard- 
boiled liticlan and, like others in that 
category, he is getting nowhere with all 
possible dispatch, while the quieter and 
shrewder men among his colleagues are 
getting results because they are less tough 
and bull-headed and more diplomatic. 

Hard-botled lawyers, those who browbeat 
witnesses and offend judges, will not win 
half as many knotty cases as the calm, tact- 
ful attorneys who know how to cross-exam- 
ine witnesses with that sympathetic air 


pwhich wins their confidence and brings out 


the desired testimony. 

A hard-boiled orator who harangues a 
crowd may gain the approval of unthinking 
people, but rarely that of those whom it 
would pay him most to convince. A Tal- 
leyrand will win over more people worth 
winning than a Marat. The gentle Emer- 
son’s words sink deeper and are of more 
lasting import than those of the choleric 
Carlyle. One may be arrested and even 
amused by some of Carlyle’s violent asser- 
tions, such as that the American people of 
his day were “60,000,000 bores,” but one 
is not likely to be convinced, and it is con- 
viction that counts. 

The hard-boiled literary critic generally 
overshoots the mark by being too severe. 
Nor can he, as a rule, appreciate the fine 
points of a piece of literature, as he him- 
self lacks refinement. He impresses only 
the unthinking and the little-read—the man 
who thinks Zane Grey wrote “The Elegy 
in a Country Churchyard” and who mixes 
his biblical and Shakespearean quotations. 
A Mencken gives offense to the intelligent, 
but a Taine edifies them. 

It may be that in the economy of nature 
and society hard-boiled people have their 
uses, but, generally speaking, they are of 
the sort that prefer the jazz band to the 
symphony orchestra that jostle and poke

IGH-BSALARIED PATRONAGE 


ted to a policy of economy, the wholesale 
salary increases approved by the Los Ange 
les City Council in an effort to intrench 
its members safely behind a wall of patron- 
age are as vivid as blackberries in a pan 
of milk. 

Within the past eight months the pay roll 
of the city of Los Angeles has been in- 


‘| creased by $400,000 per annum through the 


increase in salaries of jobs already exist- 
ing and the creation of new jobs for hench- 
men. Additional increases programmed call 
for some $176,000 per year more, an aggre- 
gate increase amounting to $1578 per day, 
or $11,046 per week or $48,000 per month. 
All for strictly political reasons. 


At first blush it seems hardly likely that 
the voters of the city can be pleased with the 
action of the Councilmen in authorizing 
salary increases at the rate of $1578 per 
day, but a second blush, for bashfulness or 
shame, brings the thought that the rapidly 
expanding personnel of the employees of 
the city may soon include pretty early all 
the voters, anyway, if the work of employ- 
ing patrons of the polls continues at the 
present rate. At any rate, about the only 
protection a taxpayer can find against the 
prodigal salary-boosting campaign of the 
City Council is to get on the pay roll. All 
who do not seek municipal jobs would do 
well to find out how to vote May 3 to help 
break up this self-perpetuating Parrot ma- 
chine. There are eighty-two candidates for 
the Council and they are not all pledged 
at $1578 worth of new patronage a day. 

More increases, amounting to thousands 
of dollars a month, are scheduled for ap- 
proval shortly. Parrot will not lose control 
of the municipal machine if increasing the 
salaries of henchmen can prevent it. And 
it is the taxpayer who pays, and pays, and 
pays to help make Los Angeles safe for the 
boss.

BURT W. JOHNSON

Burt W. Johnson, who died Sun- 
day morning at his home in Clare- 
mont, had won for himself a rank 
and a standing as a sculptor which 
few attain so early. His work is 
greatly appreciated in California 


of it stand. 

He was born at Flint. O., thirty- 
seven years ago and came to Call 
fornia at 17. As a child Burt John - 
son's absorbing love of beauty and 
his gift of imagination were evi- 
dent. Also, he was not without 
the encouragement and sympathet- 
ic companionships for which so 
many young artists are starved. As 
a lad he spent many happy hours 
in the studio of his brother-in-law, 
Louls Saint-Gaudens, acting as as- 
‘gistant in any possible way, and 
aided and stimulated by his sister, 
Annetta Saint-Gaudenas, Louis 
Saint-Gaudens's wife. 

Mr. Johnson studied at the Art 
Students’ League in New York, 
which has been the aid and inspira- 
tion of many a young artist. In his 
home at Claremont he inherited 
the studio his brother-in-law, Lou- 
is Saint-Gaudens, had built during 
one of his visits to California, and 
here most of his work was done. 
Frail as Burt Johnson was in 
health, his work was characterized 
by vigor; his fi , although done 
in bronze or stone, are never life- 
less or inert; they are vital, always 
very beautifully posed and instinct 
with life and feeling. His imagina- 
tion was delicate and sure, and 
there is a fine spiritual quality in 
his work. | 

For the last year and a half Burt 
Johnson has been working on the 
decorative statues for the new Fine 
Arts Building in Los Angeles and, 
despite the grave handicap of se- 
rioug illness, these are nearly com- 
pleted. The last day of his life he 
was modelling from his little 
daughter Cynthia Mae for one of 
the Hermae statues for this build- 


ing. 

Most of Johnson's finest work is 
in California. At the Bridges Hall 
of Music at Pomona College is his 
lovely little figure “Spanish Mu- 
sic,” at Mr. Bridges’s own garden in 
San Diego is “The Little Director,” 
at Huntington Park is his beautiful 
Memorial Fountain. At Pasadena 
is the “Answering Note“ —a most 
charming garden statue done for 
W. G. Mather; at Pomona College 
is the Greek Theater Panel, and the 
Cook Memorial Tablet.. Perhaps 
his greatest work is the Pémona 
Memorial statue, done for the city 
of Pomona. Other notable sculp- 
tures of his are the Hospital Panel 
of Christ, for La Crosse, Wis.; the 
Returned Soldier, at Woodside, L. 
I.; the Memorial Tablet for College 
Park, Atlanta. ; 

Brief as was Mr. Johnson's work, 
it was not incomplete, and he 
worked desperately hard to finish. 
The work for the Fine Arts Build- 
Ing is so nearly finished that com- 
pletion is possible; his Flanders 
Field Memorial for New York City 
was well begun, and his novel—a 
charming story of artist life in 
Greenwich Village—done because 
he must work at something crea- 
tive and could not work steadily 
at the sculpture—was just finished. 

It is pleasant to think that the 
State he so loved gave so cordial 
a response to the artist’s work. He 
has left in California an enduring 
monument to his aspirations for 
perfection in beauty and for no- 
bility in fife.

SHARK’S MANY VIRTUES 

The shark fishing industry has 
been so perfectly developed that no 
part of the fish is wasted. The liver 
is approximately one- 
quarter of the whole weight and is 
about 96 per cent oil. Deodorized, 
it is used in soap mixing, and ex- 
periments indicate that its use may 
be extended to paint, with good re- 
sults. The extension of shark oil 
to medicinal uses is also foreseen. 

The dorsal, and tail fins, as well 
as the main flesh of the shark, are 
turned to profit as food. The dried 
fins are shipped to China, where they 
are regarded as a delicacy comparable 
to terrapin. The flesh is stripped 
from the skeleton, salted and shipped 
to a wide and growing market. 

The hide, owing to its peculiar 
“right-angle weave,” is credited as 
having far greater strength per square 
inch when made into leather and 
much less tendency to stretch than 
most animal leathers..

THE WASTE OF WATER 


Almost every great city has its wa- 
ter problem and it is not the water 
that is used that comprises the prob- 
lem, but the water that is wasted.
